While these cows 
stayed al the i/M hospllal for S days posl-sjurgery, It Is unclear how closely they were observed once they were 
reiumod to ttie tarm. At the Farm,, ilie Animal Caretakers are iho people performing iFre daily observation. There are 
orily 2 caralakcrs at 1^a larm, and ituy ara responaibla foi leading, cleanirig, cbaaiving all animala al the larm 
(horses, cows, sheep), maintenaixe of the buiidir»gsi'fef>ces, and alt paslure maintenance. Their time for observation 
is limited and not adequate Fgr animaU recgverinpg From a major surgery. 

Performing a major surgical procedure in a prep area (not a dedicated surgical suite) aixl the lacH of adequate daily 
mrjnilriring p.nd gbs^rvatipn wFien itie reHimed tg the farm may F¥ave ggntributed fo the pesf-op^ralive 
complications and death of il>s animals. 

Mapr operative prooadurea must be conduded in Facilities intended lor that purpose and those Facilities must be 
operated and maintained under aseptic condrtwns. Animate post-surgery must be properly monitored and observed 
to detect and treat or prevent any ocmplioationg.

techniques.
